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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is responsive to the Applicant's amendment filed on 06/29/2007. 

2. Claim 1 has been amended, and claims 2, 8 have been canceled. 

3. Claims 1, 3-7, 9-19 are pending and presented for examination. 

4. Applicant's communication filed on June 29, 2007 overcomes the 35 U. S. C. 101 
rejections set forth in the last office action. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Reasons For Allowability 

5. The Examiner's actions clearly point out the reasons for rejection and the Applicant's 
reply explicitly presents reasons why the claims are patentable (See applicant arguments/remarks 
paper entry 12/18/2006). In view of Applicant's amendment and remarks, filed June 29, 2007, 
Examiner has fully considered the amendment and remarks and believes they are deemed to be 
persuasive. 

The present application has been thoroughly reviewed. Upon searching a variety of 
databases, the Examiner respectfully submits that claims 1, 3-7, 9-19 (Renumbered claims 1-17) 
are allowed in light of Applicants' arguments and in light of prior art made of record. 

The closest prior art Curthbertson et al. (U. S. Pat. No. 5,724,597) disclose a system for 
matching textual strings consisting at least one component representing a customer name and/or 
customer address wherein two textual strings being determined for a possible match by 
transforming the two textual strings utilizing a plurality of predetermined filters. However, 
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Cuthbertson et al. did not implicitly disclose a system containing a training means mechanism 
allowing the training of rules and weight, wherein the rules and weight have been adjusted to 
determine the optimum way of matching records as claimed by the applicant. The closest prior 
art taken singularly or in combination fails to anticipate or render Applicant's claimed limitation 
as specified in the instant independent claim 1 obvious.
